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The Immigration Prcbism

‘The Minister Of Agriculture 


Hon. Mr. Motherwell Signally Hon- 


ored By the Province Of Quebec 
The honor confered upon Hon. W. 


| Rs Motherwell, Dominion Minister of 


Agriculture, by the Quebec provincial 
government, must surely’ be a par- 
ticularly gratifying mark of dis- 
tinction. At the recent convention 
of the Society of Canadian Technical 
Agriculturists, the province of Que- 
bec bestowed the order of Com- 
mander of Agricultural Merit upon 
Mr. Motherwell. ~ 

Many statesmen in the past have 
been honored for having achieved 
great things in war and in diplomacy. 
Mr. Motherwell’s distinction has heen 
won in the realm of the plowshare 
rather than of the sword. Millions of 
blades are annually unsheathed in 


Probably no single question affecting the national life of Canada has Canada under the energetic urge of 


called for and received greater attention within recent months than the sub- | 


ject of immigration. 1t has been debated in church assemblies, Labor Unions, 
war veteran bodies, in Parliament and Legislatures, in the preSs and upon 
the public platform. “ Committees have spent weeks and months studying 
the problem and have issued reports. The net result is that the Government 
is advised and urged to adopt this policy nd that policy, each’ one mutually 
destructive of the other. 


On the one hand there are those who contend that only those immi- 
grants who will engage in agriculture should be allowed to enter che 
Dominion, and that artizans, laborers, and those who ‘naturally locate in 
cities and large centres of population should be excluded. Others would. 
throw the doors wide open to all classes providing only that they must be 
healthy both morally and physically, able and willing to work, and content 
to abide by and uphold the laws of the Dominion. 

‘ Then there are those who would draw a purely racial line of demarka- 
tion. They would entirely exclude the so-called “yellow” races; they would’ 
bar the negro; they would put a stop-to the admission of immigrants from , 
the countries of southern and central Europe; in a word, they would rigidly 


restrict all immigration except that of people born and bred in the British 
Isles and speaking the English language. 

Still another group places the chief emphasis upon the religion of immi- 
grants. They are opposed to those of other religions than their own. Even 
if the immigrant be from the British Isles, they have slight welcome for 
him unless he alSo be of their religious faith. 

So the Government is told that only agriculturists should be admitted | 
into the Dominion, and then only provided they are of the white race, are 
of certain religious faiths, hail from British Isles, and speak the English 
language. ~ Provided they are of British descent, such immigrants might 
also be admitted to Canada from the United States. 

To begin with, no Government under the British flag, and having the 
slightest regard for that cardinal British principle, liberty of conscience, 
will recognize or enforce any bar to immigration based. on the religious: 
convictions of the intending immigrant. To do so would be abhorrent to | 
the great mass of the Canadian people and would be equivalent to declaring | 
to the world that Canada was no longer British. . 

It is equally true that an overwhelming majority of the people of Can- | 
ada, and this includes all Governments, would like to see a large increase in| 
immigration from the British Isles. Every possible effort is put forth to! 
accomplish this result. Why is it, then, that the annual influx of British | 
immigrants is not much larger? . 

There are many reasons, but a few may be cited. The number of the! 
British agricultural class is not large, andthe surplus available for emigra-: 
tion is practically negligible. British agriculturists can be well employed at ' 
home. 

In the British Isles, the women largely outnumber the men. Some 
millions of British women are condemned to spinsterhood. For this and} 
other reasons they are invading many employment fields formerly occupied | 
by men, and-the necessities of the war gave a great impetus to this move- 
ment. 

The effect is seen in the rapidly declining birth-rate. In England and 
Wales the birth-rate fell last year to 16.7 per thousand of the population, as 
compared with 24.1 in 1913, the last year before the war. In other words, ; 
the birth-rate has declined one-third in the short space of fifteen years. 
There is not, therefore, the same treniendous urge to emigrate as was the 
case in years gone by., ; . 

As a matter of cold fact, the birth-rate is declining among all the white 
nations. It has long been declining in France; it is declining in Italy, Ger- | 
many, the United States, Canada. Obseyvers and students in Great Britain, 
unlike some in Canada, do not appear worried over the inter-mingling of the 
white people of different nationalities, but they do entertain some fear that, 
with-declining birth-rates almost universal among the peoples of the white 
nations, the white race will lose its supremacy and world leadership. They 
foresee the day when the “quota” law of the United States will be unneces- 
sary so far as Europe is concerned, because there will be a shortage of | 
“whites,” let alone a surplus to emigrate. ; us zs 

Notwithstanding the difliculties in the way, and the many conflicting 
views that prevail, it is agreed- by most Canadians that this Dominion is in 
need of a much larger population,—a population which is not being provided 
by natural in¢rease as a result of the prevailing low birth-rate. If immigra- 
tion to Canada is to be increased, then there must be some compromise 
effected between those who insist on agricultural settlers only, and those 
who would admit pther able bodied workers; also compromise between those 
who would admit only those who would serve to swell the ranks of their 
particular religious denomination, and some compromise on the issue that 
ability to speak English is the hallmark of good citizenship and the only 
guarantee of success,

Brings Trophy To Canada 
Joe Wright, Toronto, Wins Diamond 
' Sculls At Henley 
For the second time in history the 
‘Diamond Sculls, premier event for 
the supremacy of amateur  scullers 
in the world, was won by a Cana- 
dian, when Joe Wright, of the Argo- 
naut Rowing Club, Toronto, defeated 
R. ¥. Lee, of Worcester Collegé, Ox- 
ford, in the final heat by a full length. 
In avenging his unlucky defeat of 
1927, the 21-year-old Argonaut scul- 
ler will take the premier amateur 
singles diadem to Canada for the 
first time since 1904 when Lou 
Scholes, of Toronto, won the honor. 
The Torontonian from whom vic- 
tory was snatched by a misfortune 
in last year’s final against Lee, ac- 
complished his revenge: 42 seconds 
faster than Lee’s time last year, 
when the Canadian craft met disas- 
ter 10 feet from the finishing point. 
Ever since Wright’s defeat in 1927, 
when he‘ showed his superiority over 
Lee only to lose the race when his 
oar became entangled in a punt rope 
when he was within a few strokes of 
triumph, the Argo sculler had ex- 
pressed his determination to vindi- 
cate himself, It was hig hope that 
the draw would keep Lee and him- 
self in different halves so that, they 
would be enabled to become pitted 
against each other in the final race. 
Captain Lou Scholes, of Toronto, 
was the only other Canadian to win 
the Henley singles classic, winning 
the event in 1904. Wright is the son 
of Joe Wright, Sr., who acted as his 
son’s coach, and who was’a famous 
sculler in his younger days. Joe 
Wright, Sr, now an alderman in 
Toronto, was formerly a rowing coach 
at several universities, in the U.S.

By National Research Council 
Connected’ With Crop Problems 


Handicaps. to research. . worl: - ‘in 
agricultural problems, resulting from 
lack of funds for the ‘purpose are 
likely to be overcome through the 
decision. to hand over to the Nation- 
al Rescarch Council $219,000 of accu- 
mulated “overages,” from the gov- 
ernment terminal elevato-s. 


It is to be specially ear-marked 
for,-plant _pathalogy, .grain diseases, 
and the like. “Surpluses- accruing 
from ‘the elevator trade will thus go 
indirectly to assist the problems. of 
grain ‘growing. . 

The research council and the de- 
partment: of agriculture, in co-oper- 


“tion with the universities, have been 


engaged in combating mainly grain 
rust and root rots. Recently an as- 
sociated committee on field crop dis- 
eases has been appointed by the coun- 
cil jointly with the Federal depart- 
ment of agriculture for the purpose 
of undertaking research work into 
field crops discases. : 

The importance of such a.research 
will be appreciated when it is stated 
that: the estimated cost annually to 
the North American continent 
through such diseases ranks from 15 
per cent. to 20 per cent.-of the total 
crop values. 

At the present time, agricultural 
research work is going’ on in the 
University of Alberta summer build- 
ing laboratory where representatives 
of the Research Council, the Fedcral 
Department of Agriculture and the 
University are working together. 
The same arrangement is in effect in 
the University of Saskatchewan, In 
the University of Manitoba the lab- 
oratories were provided by the Wed- 
eral Department of Agriculture, and 
are being run in co-operation with 
the University of Manitoba. 

At the present time. Professor 
Robert Newton is undertaking an 
investigation of the factors govern- 
tng the milling and~baking quality 
of wheat with {he purpose. of ascer- 
taining why the quality of wheat 
varies so widely from place to place, 
and the possibilitics for improvement 
by the use of better adapted varie- 
ties and better. cultural practices, 
Professor Newton is also endeavor- 
ing to obtain a, better knowledge of 
the possibilities and limitations of 


_- methods: for grading -wheat: on, a 
. quality basis. , 


A further investigation has been 
conducted by Professor EB. H: Strick- 
land into the life story and control 


. of prairie inhabiting wire-worms and 


false wire-worms with the purpose 
of reducing the present annual losses 
fo farmers which now amounts to 
many thousands of dollars annually. 

Professor F. H. Roberts is con- 
ducting an investigation for the pur- 
pose of determining the exact factors 
concerned in the inheritance of su- 
gar and starch in the endosperm in 
Indian corn, while a further investi- 
gation is being conductea by Profes- 
sor A. H. R. Buller, with respect to 


’ the size of spores in fungi, and Pro- 


fessor A. T. Cameron is engaged in 
research into the glucosides of plants 
indigenous to Western Canada and 
adjacent territory. . 

Technical researches with respect 
to the effect of light upon organisms 
are being conducted by Professor A. 
G. Klugh, who hopes to secure data 
which will have important applica- 
tion in respect to the fisheries, the 
forests and human life, while other 
researches are being carried on by 
EE. A. Lloyd in connection with poul- 
try. 

A further research is heing con- 
ducted by Professor Robert Newton 
for the purpose of discovering the 
fundamental nature of frost resist- 
ance in crop plants and the different 
reliable Methods by which the plant 
breeder may estimate accurately the 
hardiness of a. new strain the first 
season rather than be forced to test 
it in field,plots for several winters.

Hog Pastures 


Wheat’ Pasture Compared With Rapo 
Pasture In Experiment 


Wheat pasture compared with 
rape pasture for hogs in an experi- 
ment, conducted at the Rosthern, 
Saskatchewan, Experimental Sta- 
ion, showed wheat pasture gave the 
better results. With two lots of hogs 
otherwise fed alike, those on wheat 
pasture made a_higher daily average 
gain of .17 pounds at a cost of .8 
cents less per pound than the lot on 
the rape pasture. The rape and 
wheat pasture made very little differ- 
erence in the type of the hogs, al- 
though, according to the report of 
the station for 1927, published by the 
Department of Agriculture, at Otta- 
wa, the hogs fed on the wheat pas- 
ture showed a better finish.

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Vitamines For Growing Chicks 


Cod Liver Oil Is Recommended In 
Certain Cases 


Leg weakness has been a common 
disezse of young chicks but investi- 
gations of recent years have taught 
poultrymen..how to avoid this trou- 
ble. If growing chicks get an abun- 
dance of direct sunlight they are not 
liable to contract this disease, but 
if housed for four or more weeks 
they are invariably subject to- the 
trouble which may be prevented by 
special feeds, that are known to be 
rich in vitamines, Cod liver oil is 
now used in many poultry flocks and 
its virtues is believed to be due to 
its richness in vitamines. A pamyia- 
let on the. artificial “Brooding Of 
Chicks,” prepared by the Dominion 
District Poultry Promoter and the 
Provincial Poultry Superintendent 
for New Brunswick, recommends the 
use of cod liver oil in. amounts of 
one to two per cent. of the mash ac- 
cording to the degree of confine- 
ment. This, it is claimed, will .pre- 
vent or even cure advanced caseg of 
leg weakness. Egg yolks, and canned 
tomatoes are claimed by these au- 
thors to have a value in preventing 
leg weakness. Other feeds rich in 
this necessary element are found in 
yellow corn, green feeds, ‘immature 
cut clover and alfalfa hay. These 
if used in an otherwise well balanced 
ration will give the flock the vita- 
mines necessary for their well doing. 
The plan recommended for mixing 
the cod liver oil in the dry mash is to 
first mix the oil with bran until it is 
evenly saturated and then to mix the 
bran ‘with the other ingredients of 
the mash. As the vitamine quality 
diminishes when mixed with the feed 
only sufficient mash should be mixed 
at a time to do the flock for three or 
four days.

Shipped To North For Food

A recent shipment of buffalo from 
Wainwrikht brought the season's 
quota up to 1,088 head, which will

At the present time pemmican 
prepared from buffalo meat put 
through the park abbatoir, by a big 
Alberta-packing house last winter 
is being shipped to an eastern port 
fqr transportation to the natives in 
the Eastern Arctic.

Building Up Forests 


Invaluable Industry 
“ One ‘of the largest seed extraction 
plants in North America is maintain- 
ed at New Westminster, British 
Columbia, by the Forest Service of 
the Canadian Government Depart- 
ment of the Interior. Here, in good 
seed years, thousands of sacks of 
cones of Sitka spruce, western yel- 


Seed Collecting In B.C. Has =~ 
low pine, Douglas fir, western 


cedar, western hemlock and _ other 
trees, are brought in by steamer, 
rail, motor truck and wagon. ‘Ihe 


cones are dried and the seed thresh- 
ed, cleaned, bagged and boxed or 
sealed in containers. for shipment to 
various parts of the world. 

The motive prompting the estab- 
lishment of this plant in 1921 was the 
desire of the Canadian Government 
to assist the Imperial Forestry es 
mission to 'reforest certain areas in 
the British Isles denuded during the 
war years. Experience has shown that 
many Canadian trees, particularly 
the Douglas fir and. Sitka spruce of 
the British Columbia coast, do well 
in Great Britain. 

The work of seed collecting, from 
a small beginning in 1917, has grown 
to large proportions and today is as- 
sisting’ in building up forests in sev- 
eral countries. New Zealand, in par- 
ticular, is, supplied each year with 
large quantities of Canadian tree seed 
and smaller quantities are shipped to 
other countries. a |

Big Grazing Tracts 


Renewal Of Alberta Prairie Grass 
Crops Object Of Experiment 
To save three million acres of 
Alberta land for ranchers who find 
their cattle dwindling unfed on the 
= prairie grass, the dominion 


field husbandman, E. S. Hopkins, has 
instituted important experimental 
work at Manyberries, in the heart 
of the affected district. Not hope- 
ful of making two blades of grass 
grov where one grew. before, the 
agricultural experts of the dominion 
will be satisfied if they can brjng 
back the one that has gone. In the 
passing years the grass gradually 
has been disappearing from the plains 
at the foothills of the Rocities. 

Land that formerly would support 
great droves of cattle now barely 
sustains a few, and the ranchers 
have had to give up in some cases, or 
curtail their operations in others. 
“The first problem will be to make 
the native grass grow again, and 
| secondly, to find: such grasses as will 
| grow when seeded. 

A deferred and rotated system of 
grazing will be started. 


Many Building Contracts 


Building contracts awarded in Can- 
ada, in June of this year, totalled in 
value $59,926,100, the second highest 
total ever recorded for any month; 
the record being in May of this year. 
Last month’s total exceeded that for 
June, 1927, by 14.7 per cent. Irom 
January 1 to June 30, 1928, the value 
of building contracts awarded in the 
‘Dominion amounted to $256,257,300, 
which is 33.9 per cent. higher than 
the value for the first six months of 
last year. 


Representing 20,000 Ganadian 
teachers, Dr. E. A. Hardy, of 'Toron- 


_{to, president of the Canadian Teach- 


ers’ Federation, brought’ greetings 
from Canada. to the National ‘Educa- 
tion ‘Association, of the United 
States, in annual convention at Min=- 
neapolis, under Miss Cornelia Adair, 
of Richmond, Va., national president. 
Dr. Hardy stressed the achievements 
of Canada and the important part 
played by the teaching profession, 
which in the dominion maintained a 
uniformly high standard under the 
rigid supervision of the provincial 
education departments. ; 

“Speaking as a Canadian, it seem- 
ed to me fitting that I should try to 
express to you, though in the briefest 
way, the outstanding features of 
Canada and Ganadian life and the 
relations of the Canadian teachers 
to that national life,” Dr. Hardy. 
said. a 

“There are certain characteristics 
of Canada which I would note. First, 
the high standards of life, material 
and spiritual. Thanks to our natural 
resources, agricultural and mineral, 
rich beyond the dreams of the wild- 
est imagination, and to the marvel- 
lous development of these resources, 
our people live in a general comfort 
and prosperity, unequalled anywhere 
except in the United States. On the 
spiritual side we have a creditable 
achievement in literature, painting, 
architecture, music, and science, and 
the power of religion in our hfe is 
deep and vital. In her general stand- 
ards of life, both material and spir- 
itual, Canada is. second to no other 
country in the world. 


“Second, Canada is a land of 
democracy. In Canada - not only 
must every administration, federal 


and provincial, go to the’ people for 
election every four or five years, but 
they may go at any time, if public 
opinion demands it. We have oppor- 
tunity, through our federal, provin- 
cial and municipal bodies, for many 
thousands of our men and women to 
represent their fellow citizens.

As to public ownership, Can- 
ada occupies a front. rank. 

“A ‘third characteristic is co-oper- 
ation. Our area ig'so vast, our re- 
sources sO enormous, our population 
SO smiall as yet, and so scaitered that 
we have been learning that in co-op- 
eration lies our hope of success. Two 
striking examples may be given. The 
English and the French races are 
united in the Government and the 
development of Canada with marked 
success. The Religious Education 
Council of Canada is a nation-wide 
union of the great Protestant denom- 
inations, and the Y.W.C.A. for a 
systematic undertaking of the great 
task of ‘the religious culture of our 
young people. So far as I know this: 
is the only nation-wide movement of 
the kind in the world.” 

Dr. Hardy explained the dominion’s 
position in the British Umpire of 
which it was proud to be a member, 
and continued: ‘Internationally 
are taking our place. One of our 
greatest Canadians was a member of 
the small group who made the League 
of Nations and gave it Its constitu- 
tion.

them that were apostles before me, 
but I went away into Arabia, and 
again I returned unto Damascus 
Then after three years I went up te 
Jerusalem,” “It was a voluntary novi- 
tiate, a period of reflection and .re- 
straint, during which the truth which 
he had been so abruptly called to 
preach might be assimilated and 
clarified.” Paul may have gone as far

‘ Of New Calendar

Treaty Will Be Drafted and Nations 

Asked To Sign : 
Universal adoption of a 13-months 
calendar—each month with 28 days— 
was tentatively set for 1933 by tho 
national committee of calendar’ sim- 
plification which met at Washington. 
The committee, headed by Georgo 
Eastman, kodak millionaire, of 
Rochester, N.Y., is unofficiat, but was 
created by Secretary Kellogg at 
the suggestion of the League of Na- 


_| tions. 


The recommendations of the Amer- 
ican committee will be considercd 
with others, by the league. A treaty 
will be drafted and the leading pow- 
ers of the world asked to sign. 
~Ten sub-committees were named 
by Eastman to investigate the atti- 
tude of industry, commerce, finance, 
transportation, science, labor, agri- 
culture, journalism, social and educa- 
tional organizations toward world- 
wide acceptance of the 28-day, 13- 
month calendar. 

Eastman said as far as he had 
studied the situation no objections 
have been registered against the re- 
form movement, He expressed the 
belief that it would take at least five 
years to put it into effect. 

The 13-month calendar was orig- 
inated by Moses Cotsworth. The 13- 
months would account for 364 days 
in the year. The 365th day would 
follow after December 28th and 
would be called Year Day. 

Leap Day, February 29, would he 
inserted as June 29 every fourth 
year. Under the new calendar all na- 
tional holidays would be celebrated 
on Monday.

by the death of Captain W. B. 
Forbes, R.N., of Quenington, Glouces- 
tershire. , 
‘When the war broke out Captain 
Forbes, who was 69, was living in re- 
tirement in Ireland. He volunteered 
for active service and was given 
command of a dummy ship culled 
“No. 6,” stationed in Lock Ewe. 

In 1915, when in his 70th year, he 
was given command of a fleet of 
dummy battleships in the Aegean. He 
sailed in a reproduction of H.M.S. 
Tiger, called “No. 14,” with three 
other cleverly designed dummies, 

These queer craft appeared off 
Gallipoli in the early months of 1915, 
dodging and decciving enemy subma- 
rines. + 

Eventually the imitation Tiger was 
torpedoed, but instead of her guns 
sinking they rose to the surface and 
floated away with their tremendous 
turrets of wood. 

Her commander so _ admirably 
handled the situation that the only 
men lost were four killed by the ex- 
plosion.

THE WONDERS OF RADIUM 


Although Widely Used It Is Still 
Something Of a Mystery 


When medical men first used ra- 
dium in surgery, our knowledge of 
that uncanny element was of the 
slightest. Even now, when so much 
can be achieved by its aid, this ra- 
dio-active body (so called because of 
the radiations it is perpetually throw- 
ing off), is something of a mystery. 

It is continually firing -off the 
atoms of which it is composed—a 
kind of non-stop_ high explosive in 
rainiature. It takes twenty-five years 
for one per cent. of a radium mass 
to disintegrate. Thereforé the radio 
activity of a pure radium prepara- 
tion Continues for an average of 2,- 
500 years, arid when it can disinteg- 
rate or break down no further it ends 
its days, so to speak, as a lump of 
lead. 

This wonderful element occurs in 
small quantities in certain mineral 
deposits, of which the richest are in 
‘the Belgian Congo. ‘ 

In its metallic state, radium is a 
pure white metal which changes 
quickly when exposed to air and re- 
acts with water. Hence, for curative 
purposes, it is always prepared and 
used in the form of a salt, usually 
as bromide of .radium. 

The use of radium as a curative 
agent was discovered by accident. A 
French scientist put some tubes con- 
taining radium in his pocket and car- 
ried them about with him for some 
days, wien he discovered that his 
skin was burnt..>~-This suggested the 
use of radium radiatiohs to kill cer- 
tain’ living cells or tissues considered 
harmful to man. But medical reports 
on these results were confusing. Ac- 
curate details of the nature of the 
disease treated, .the method of appli- 
cation, and the dosage used were 
lacking. Doctors could not with con- 
fidence recommend its use, so it fell 
into disrepute. 

Then the Medical Research Coun- 
cil took thé matter up and made an 
extended and co-ordinated inquiry 
into the medical uses of radium, es- 
pecially in cancer and kindred dis- 
eases. The results of their work are 
to be seen in the vastly improved 
methods of applying radium today.

OF MEMBERS OF 
THE TTALIA CREW 


‘Londofi.—Despatches received here

Marketing Surphis Wheat 


Carry-Over Of 1927 Crop May Be 
80,000,000 Bushels 


Fort Williarn, Ont.—A ,welcome re- 
vival in the movement of western 
grains and favorable for the coming 
harvest were main features of the 
June’ report of E, A. Ursell, statis- 
tician to the board of railway com- 
‘missioners. A marked improvement 
developed toward the end of June in 
the marketing of the exportable sur- 
plus of Canadian wheat with the re- 
sult that lake shipments increased 
substantially. 

The increase in lake shipments was 
most welcome as providing storage 
space for most of the grain in tran- 
sit from western points. 

Lake shipments during July are 
expected to be quite heavy and will 
make room. for the stocks at present 
in country elevators at _ interior 
points which must be shipped out’ in 
readiness for the new crop. 

At the end of June there were 
70,000;000 bushels of wheat in store 
in the western division, 8,000,000 
bushels in transit to _terminals, ap- 
proximately 82,000,000 had _ been 
milled and used for seed and another 
307,250;000 bushels had been shipped 
out of the division. Allowing for 
what was on hand on July 21, 1927, 
it would thus appear the net total 
of the 1927 wheat crop already ac- 
counted for, is more than 430,000,000 
bushels. ; 

It looks ag’if the carry-over at the 
close of the present season would he 
very close to 80,000,000 bushels un- 
less evxports during the present 
month far exceed expectations. 


The Manville Tragedy 


Vernon Booher Is Held As 2 Material 
Witness 


Edmonton.—Developments in the 
Manville tragedy, in which four peo- 
ple.on the Booher farm were shot to 
death, were the arrest of Vernon 
Booher, and the discovery ‘hat a Bri- 
tish army rifle of .303 calibre was 
missed from the home_of C. E. Stev- 
enson, honored resident of the dis- 
trict, and- whose farm is about a mile 
away from the Booher residence. 

Vernon Booher, 20 years old, who 
found his -mother, brother and two 
hired men lying dead around | the 
house’ and barn, shot through the 
heads, when he returned from the 
pasture at the sound of the shooting, 
is being-held as a material witness, 

Police investigators state that the 
arrest of young Booher is merely 
routine since he was the iirst to reach 
the scene of the tragedy. 


BRITAIN WILL 
REPLY 10 U.S. 
ANTI-WAR NOTE 


London.—The British reply to the 
American anti-war proposals in the 
opinion of Sir Austen Chamberlain, 
secretary of foreign affairs, will be 
forwarded to Washington before the 
end of the parliamentary session. 
The secretary made this announce- 
ment in the House of Commons in 
reply to questions and he took the 
responsibility for what some of the 
questioners characterized as delay in 
answering the American note. 

The only delay, however, said 
Chamberlain, was the time which 
was being taken for careful consid- 
eration of such an important mat- 
ter and the Dominions had no re- 
sponsibility for this. 

Heckled by Col. Joshiah Wedg- 
wood, Lahor, who asked if Sir Austen 
intended “to wreck this proposal,” 
the foreign secretary declared: 

“I do not propose to wreck the pro- 
posal. I welcome the proposal and 
I wish to bring it to a successful 
conclusion.” 

Paris——The Council of Ministers 
has approved foreign minister Bri- 
and’s reply to Secretary Kellogg's 
proposals to outlaw war which France 
formally agrees to sign, 

It was reiterated that the reply, 
while fully explaining France's view- 
point, does not put the explanations 
in the form of reservations. ‘

PREMIER KING 
WILL VISIT WEST 
EARLY IN AUGUST 


Otlawa.—A tentative schedule for 
the western trip of Premier Macken- 
zie ‘King was issued from the office 
of the prime minister. It is not 
Premier King’s speaking scthedyle, 
and he will “not deliver Speeches at 
all the points named. He will, how- 
ever, speak in Prince Albert, his own 
constituency, where he attends the 


‘opening of the Prince Albert Nation- 


al Park, and also the Prince Albert 
exhibition. His stay in the constit- 
uency of Prince Albert will comprise 
six days, 

Premier King will leave Ottawa on 
Thursday, August 2, arriving in Win- 
nipeg on the following day. He will 
leave Winnipeg on Sunday, August 
5, arriving in Brandon on Monday, 
the sixth, Leaving Brandon on Tues- 
day, he will reach Dauphin the same 
day, August 7, and remain there un- 
til 5 

From Dauphin he proceeds to 
Lloydminster, arriving there,at 9 in 
the morning of Wednesday, August 
8, and remaining there- until the next 
morning. From Lloydminster he goes 
to North Battleford, where he will 
spend Thursday, August 9.

Offered Home In China 


| Jews Given Opportunity To Establish 


National, Home 

London.—An opportunity to build 
a Jewish national home in China to 
supplement the one in Palestine. was 
offered by the minister of the Inter- 
ior at Peking, says a despatch from 
Peking to The London Daily Ex- 
press. 

The offer was made as a result of 
a misunderstanding by the Chinese 
authorities of the application of a 
Zionist delegate who arrived in Pek- 
ing and requested permission to col- 
lect funds for Palestine. 

The minister of the interior at 
Peking thought the Zionist wanted to 
purchase land in China for the pur- 
pose of settling Jews there and prom- 
ised a special treaty if the Zionist 
would indicate the site for the pro- 
posed homeland and the approximate 
area required. 


Credit Situation Stable 

Halifax, N.S.—-"Tne credit situa- 
tion ‘is stable throughout the whole 
Dominion in every line of business,” 
declared Henry Detchen, general 
manager of the. Canadian Credit 
Men’s Trust Association, at their an- 
nual convention. Mr. Detchen said 
that last year’s failures under the 
bankruptcy act were the lowest in 
eight years and that a remarkable 
development was in process from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific.

Latest Disaster In Arctic Proves 
Dirigible Airship Is 
Impracticable 
It is’ no reflection. upon the Italian 
veneral Nobile’s courage or intelli- 
gence to ask what was hoped to be 
gained by his flight to the North 
Pole. Nations bave been put to-anx- 
iety und infinite trouble, sullen Arc- 
tic solitudes have sw&llowed several 
valuable lives, men have suffered in- 
credible hardships, and Amundsen is 
Jost and may be dead. To what end? 
if the Italia had reached and return- 
ed from its goal, who or what would 
have been the gainer? What, really, 
would have been the contribution to 
science? How would the world have 

been helped ? 

It was reasonable, In past days, 
that man should have wanted to 
reach the Pole. There were many 
questions to be answered. But since 
men have been there, and settled the 
old controvrsy about land or water 
at the earth's top, what is justifica- 
tion for further risk of lives and ter- 
rible suffering merely to go back 
there? 

One thing alone Nobile seems to 
have settled. It is the impractica- 
bility of the dirigible airship. Nobile, 
according to the journalists who ac- 
companied him, took every precau- 
tion against just such a disaster as 
overtook the Italia. On the flight of 
the Norge, Nobile had seen a dou- 
ble peril in ice. It might form in 
icicles cn the side of the bag, break 
off and be thrown against the fabric 
of the bag or on the propeller. Or it 
might form on the dirigible’s hack in. 
such weight as to force the airship 
down. But, regardless of all the pre- 
cautions that Nobile took, students 
of flying sce in the disaster to the 
Italia the working out of the law of 
impracticanility of the dirigible air- 
ship. Where is the Italia now? It 
is in company of all the great ciri- 
gibles that have been tried out both 
in Germany and the United States. 
Out.of eighty-five giant ships of this 
type built and tried by Germany, not 
more than ten remain. 

The chances of a good monoplane, 
favored by good weather, and skil- 
fully piloted, flying the Atlantic east- 
ward, have been shown io be fair. 
Not one has yet successiulily crossed 
the Atlantic westward the Bremen 
notwithstanding. The moral secms 
clear. It is that long strides have yet 
to be taken before safe passage over 
the oceans can be made by. any light- 
ev than air ship; but that the chances 
of advance by the ‘plane are infinitely 
greater than by the once much- 
vaunted dirigible—-From the Ottawa 
Journal.

The path to progress has been strewn 
with accidents which have taken toll 
of many. brave lives, and it is hard 
for those who remember all theso 
pioneering fatalities to get rid of the 
idea that flying is a-dangerous occu- 
pation. . 

But as the June issue of “Cana-

“During 1927, British air transport 
lines’ machines travelled 873,000 
miles, and carried a total of 20,344 
passengers, and for the third succes- 
sive year had no accidents involving 
death- or injury to any passenger: 
During 1926 Deutsch Lufthansa’ Com- 
pany machines flew 3,816,180 miles 
and transported 56,268 passengers ~ 
without a single fatality. 

These facts’ speak for -themselves. 
Parents need not be so backward 
about letting their boys take up 
aviation as a profession. There are 
new safety devices which, Sir Alan 
Cobham says, have made flying safer 
than motoring, and truly a perusal 
of the newspapers every week bears 
out that claim.

Research work carried on in .the 
various Dominions and Colonies that 
comprise the Empire, properly col- 
lated and disseminated, should prove 
of great value, not only to Canadian |. 
producers, but to farmers throughout 
the Empire. Australia and South 
Africa and India no doubt have 
something to teach Canadian apricul- 
turists, just as Canadian agricultur- 
ists have something they can profit- 
ably study, in connection with the 
cultivation of the land. A system 
of mutual exchange of data, statis- 
tics and the results of experiments 
and research work cannot but ‘tend 
to intensify the value of such work 
by making its results available to 
all concerned.—Regina Leader.
